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Mr. BILL CORLEY, News Manager, National Broadcasting 
Company (NBC) News, Merchandise Mart, advised as follows: 

He recently became News Manager for NBC in Chicago 
and has administrative control over news items he feels 
should be investigated by reporters as possible stories 
of interest. 

Several days ago, exact date unknown, it was brought 
to his attention, from an unrecalled source, that an 
individual allegejd from New York had been arrested by the 
Chicago Police Department for a minor traffic violation and 
a search of this individual's automobile resulted in the 
finding of numerous rounds of ammunition and a weapon,^ 
make and caliber unknown. He did not know the name or. 
address of the person arrested and did not know the dis— 

■ position of the arrest. Inasmuch as the arrest occurred 
on the same day, November 2, 1963, the late. President 
JOHN Fo KENNEDY was to attend the football game between 
the United States Air Force Academy and the West Point 
Military Academy' 1 At Soldier Field, this arrest became 
of interest to CORLEY. Subsequently the above arrest 
became even more interesting to him when he learned of 
the details . of the assassination of ^the :Xate* President. 
Although he knew of no connection between the individual 
arrested on November 2, 1963 and the man accused of the 
assassination, CORLEY assigned a Chicago television reporter,' 
LEN O'CONNOR, to investigate and determine if there could 
possibly be a connection. 

To assist O'CONNOR, CORLEY asked LUKE HESTER,' 

•a Chicago NBC employee who formerly worked in New York- 
City if HESTER had any contacts in; New York who could 
' check on New York automobile registration 3110RF, inasmuch 
as this registration plate had some connection with LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD and the assassination. HESTER later informed 
CORLEY that the FBI In New York had placed a "freeze" on any 
information concerning this registration'. By "freeze CORLEY 
explained he meant that no information could be given out 
concerning this registration because the FBI had requested 
New York authorities to keep the information confidential* 
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As in CD 460, where the FBI went to the wrong editor of the Chicago Daily News , there is 
here no report of interview with Len O'Connor, the reporter "assigned ... to investigate", 
the FBI's way of assuring the knowledge it already had and did not want would not be 
forced upon it by a witness. No FBI agent would dare turn out such professionally incom- 
petent investigative reports without certain knowledge it was what Hoover wanted. 
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' CORLEY personally knows of no connection between 
the aforementioned arrest in Chicago and the assassination 
of the President. He is still interested in this matter 
inasmuch as the FBI in New York has put a "freeze" on 
the license plate Information. 



CORLEY concluded by stating that if he received 
any additional information in this matter, he would immediately i 
contact the FBI in Chicago and would cooperate with the 
FBI in any way possible. 



He was unable to supply additional information.

Missing in the FBI "reporting" is when the President was due in Chicago, ostensibly to 
attend the Army-Air Force football game but actually for political help to Mayor Daley 
and his Democratic machine. Morning paper headline, "PLANE IS DDE AT 11 A.M." Afternoon 
headline, "DALEY GREETS DIGNITARIES AT AIRPORT: PRESIDENT SENDS REGRETS." Special direct 
phone lines had been installed at the football field and the hotel in which the President 
was to have stayed to keep him "in touch with developments in South Viet Nam". American- 
installed dictator Diem had been American-overthrown. That afternoon's headline in ad- 
joining columns, "SUICIDES OF RULERS REPORTED BY SAIGON RADIO." The same front page 
quotes Mme. Ngo Dinh Nhu blaming the U.S. for the assassinations of her husband and her 
brother-in-law, widely and still attributed to the CIA. The President never emplaned, 
never left the White House, so the threat was known long before the Vallee arrest, the 
time of which is given in but one of the official papers and there as at four different 
hours. U.S. change of Vietnamese puppets is not the reason the trip was canceled. The 
threat caused it. The following "Arrest Report" gives "time" of arrest, "1530", or 3:30 
p.m. , hours after cancelation of the President's trip. The official police story is 
that, when Vallee was stopped for an alleged traffic violation, a hunting knife was seen 
on the car seat. Arresting officer is given as Peter Schurla, but the key names are those 
of Detective Madden, who later told the press Vallee was wanted by Secret Service, and 
Daniel Groth, whose name is mentioned three times but never as a police officer. He is 
a "witness", he is the "person notified" (5^ hours before the arrest!), and he is "how 
transported" (2i hours before time of arrest!). Still a different time (9:10 a.m.) is 
given under "reason arrested" (traffic violation and carrying concealed weapon). Groth 
is the head of a special force assigned to the State's Attorney's office and charged by 
blacks with murdering sleeping Black Panther leaders at 5 a.m. 12/4/69. Where this form 
calls for a detailed narrative of the arrest, there is nothing about it, which is also 
true of all the other official records. Under "weapon", it says "knife". But "Groth & 
Co" covered themselves, giving as Vallee' s alias "M.1", his first name as "(Rifle) , 
surely as original as it is unusual an "alias". Instead of detailing the arrest and 
reasons for it, this form says all officials needed in "This is a Task Force Area 1 On 
View Arrest" . "Task Force Area 1 " is the official identification of the unit making 
the arrest. Chicago does not assign special "task force" or State's Attorney's sergeants 
to making "on view" arrests on the most minor traffic violations. "Groth & Co" (strange- 
ly, not "Groth & Schurla") were out looking for Vallee, told to arrest him "on view" . 
Although "traffic violation" is under "reason arrested", under "Formal Charge" appears 
only "Ch 38 Sec 24-1-2". Later, Schurla filed an affidavit in Municipal Court where the 
offense "Unlawful Use of Weapons" is substituted for "carrying concealed weapons" (no 
mention of any traffic violation). The charge against Vallee here is that "he knowingly 
possessed a dangerous knife, or other dangerous or deadly weapon or instrument of like 
character, a Hunting Knife, with the intent to use the said weapon unlawfully against 
another". This is alleged to be "in violation of Chapter 38, Section 24-1-2". Unless 
all of this was fabrication, it is confirmation that the police had reason to charge 
Vallee with the intent to use the "other dangerous or deadly weapon", the M-1 rifle, 
against the President. And, although in the court proceedings, .there was emphasis and 
sentencing bn' the alleged traffic violation, there is no reference to it in the official 
charge or the Chicago or FBI cha rge sheets. .
